I'riut cloths—after a run of fifty years, 
during which the company, under dif- 
ferent owners, went through tbe varl-' 
ous troubles incident to the rise and. 
(all of cotton, loss on sales, cbange of 
overseers and agents, consequent re- 
pairs, and machinery replaced, ended, 
its career as a cotton mill—a looser to- 
lls several owners of not less than one- 
hundred and fifty thousand dollars. In 
1865, the whole property, including one 
of tho meat valuable wharves In the. 
town, wai sold it auction, its machin- 
ery taken to distant places, aud Its bell 
now warns its tired and worn out help 
that '-When the Factory bell rings, It la- 
day." 


About the timo that tbe Perry Mill 


was erected, tbo lateSullitan Itiudolph. 
became tbo owner ol a not very large- 
wooden building which stood on Poplar 
street; his looms turned out cloth in- 
tended for calicoes; iiftur an unmccess- 
ful attempt to compote with larger 
mills it was abandoned by Mr.Ifcindolph 
anil somo years afterwards it became 
tho properly of the lato Samuel Smith 
and in 1664, by a spark from a locomo- 
tive, which run very near, it waa set on, 
Ore and totally destroyed—damage* 
were claimed of the railroad company 
which after much litigation and an irif- 
merjse amount of vexation toMr.Smitu,. 
who, we believe had, (as usuilj only a 
small-balanco leftafter paying his court 
expenses. 


The Newport Stcsm Factory, a sfons 


building (now known as the electric 
light plant) wss erected by a few capi- 
talist, and about the timo of the others, 
for tbe notion had gained belief that 
there was a fortune to bo made in print 
cloths. After a gtiuggle for many 
years; change of ownership, bad man- 
agement iu the eale of their cloth; its 
affairs getting into the courts and law 
suits not ecdkE to their advantage It 
closed in financial ditaster to Its many 
owners—U was damaged by fira in'Nov. 
1660. 


We think that, from new men becom- 


ing its owners, it did at one time re- 
joice in the name of Aouldneok Mill- 
still later In that of tbeKicbmond'rnilf., 
whose owners enlarged tbe bnildrdj^- 
introduced modern machinery, and af- 
ter an unprofitable attempt to help 
msko Newport a manufacturing town,, 
gave up In despair and removed the- 
mtchinery to more "genial climes,11 


Tbo Coddington mill, the fourth 


building of the kind, was built of brick 
and very handsome, It waa much the 
largest; furnished wilh machinery more- 
modern than cither of the others, aud 
of course employed a greater numberot 
hand), probably, as manv as all of the 
threoothers combined; they produced, 
a very superior quality of yard-wide- 
goodi latter several years of good and 
bad times, it was, accidentally set on 
nre, snd totsllydestroyed, on themorn- 
infe of Dec. 31, 1E50. It proved, on set- 
tling Its affairs, very disastrous to its 
owner«, many of them being little ablet 
to bear the loss. 


There was also a woolen mill which- 


stood on tbe north side of Brown and 
Howard's wbaif; and was owned by the 
late Thomas R. Hazard; it wu thought 
that he was doing a fair business, when 
it was destroyed by Sre, April 17«h, 
1660.

If ho smiles, tho prisoner is innocent; 
If ho frowns, then, of course, guilty. 


With us when a man is charged with 


an offense against the laws ho engages 
a lawyer. One is sufficient and quite 
costly enough. In England they are di- 
vided into flirco classes—viz, solicitors, 
barristers and queen's counsel. 


Tho foliuitor takestho caso lunl trans- 


acts all tho business connected with it 
A barrister is tho liiwynr who is em- 
ployed by the solicitor to conduct tlio 


. caso in conrt aud make tho pleadings. 


Ho nover comes in contact with tha

tho solicitor.

queen's counsel is a lawyer of a higher 
rank, nud whenever his scrcuo lordship 
takes a brief ho luust, to keep up his 
dignity, bo "supported" by a barrister.

lutfou aud couriigo and strength I spent. 
20 years in that littlo stouo dungeon. 
For 20 years I never saw a star, nor for 
15 years tho faco of n woman or of a 
child. 


That i?, from my early manhood, 


when tho heart beats fast- and tho blood 
runs warmly in tho veins—through all 
that fearful gap of time filled to tho 
brim with tho pollings of a pitiless 
storm. Twelve montlis iu solitude, theu 
for 19 years lolling in tho mud in a 
swamp, hunger driven nnder tho sum- 
mer's burning suu, or, thinly clad, ex- 
posed to all the blizzards and whirling 
storms of winter. Aud never again for 
n single moment- after that first Sunday 
did I know what it was to fear or do- 
(pair. 


I was in Petitonvillo prison in tho 


snburbs of Loudou. All men convicted 
in England arcseut to tbisprisou to un- 
dergo ouo year solitary confinement. At 
the completion of tho year thoy aro 
drafted away to the public works pris- 
ons, where, working in gangs, they com- 
plete their sentences. 
or my experience In Fentonville dur- 


ing my year of solitude it suffices to say 
that, passing through a great deal of 
mental conflict, I found I bad grown 
stronger, and was eager for transfer to 
the other prison^ where I1 could for .a 
few boors each'day at leisl look'on the 
eky' and tho facts of my follow men. 


At last the day of • transfer came, and 


escorted by two uniformed and armed 
warders I was taken to the famous 
Chatham prison, 27 miles from London 
on the river Medway. 


"You were sent here to work, and 


you will have to do it, or I will make 
you Buffer for it," was the friendly 
greeting that fell on my ears as Xstood 
before a pompons little fellow, an ei 


I looked about my littlo box with a. 


mixture of curiosity and consternation, 
for tho thought Emolo mo with blind- 
ing force that for leu years at least that 
little box—8 feet 0 inches in length, 8 
feet in height and 6 feet in width, with 
its floor and roof of stone—wonld bo my 
only homo—would be, must bo, and no 
power could avert my fate. 


On tho Email iron shelf I found a tin 


dish used by somo previous occupant 
aud Finuared inside nud out with gniul. 
Thero being no water in my jug, whuu 
tho men croiio in for dinner I, in my in- 
nocence, asked ono of the ofliccrs for 
somo water to wash tho dish. Ho looked 
at- me with great contempt and said, 
"Will you havo it hot or cold?" "Oh, 
cold, please!" Ho went away, bnt soon 
cam o back ngaiu and said: "You aro a 
precious flat. Iiick it oft', man. Before 
long yon won't waste gruel by washing 
your tin dish. You won't bo hero many 
days aud want lo uso water to olean 
yonr pint." 


After dinner 1 saw tho men marched 


ont to labor, and was amazed to seo 
thoir famished, wolfish looks — thin, 
gaunl aud almost disguised out of all 
human rcronblaucc by their ill fitting, 
mud covered garments aud mud splash- 
ed faces aud hands. I myself was kept 
in and marched about by my old friend 
"Nosy" lo tho shops and stores for 
clothing, boots, etc. But tho weary, al- 
most ghastly specter march I had wit- 
nessed constantly haunted me, and I 
said, "Will lover resemble them?" And 
youthfcl spirit and pride rushed to the 
front and cried, "Never!" 


Night- ;ind supper—eight ounces of 


brown bread—mine at length, mid I rose 
np from my meal cheerful and resolute 
to meet the worst, be it what it might 
short of deliberate persecution, with a 
stout he^rt and faith that at last all 
wonld bo well. 


In the morning 1 arose, had my 


breakfsLst—nine ounces of brown bread 
and a pint of gruel—aud was eager to 
1-uru what this "labor" meant. I was 
prepared for much, 1ml not for Ihegrim 
tfnlity.

of tho government.

belter, heated over tbe next day. 


TDIIKEV Soup.—The remains of tn. 


key make a cood soup. Uronk the bones 
and put them iulo a kettle, with all tho 
little bita let t of a dinner, auil the gravj 
anil remnants of cbicken. Cover with 
about three quarts of cold witer, add a 
small onion sliced, nnd simmer slowly 
two or three houra. Strain, and set 
tho !\qnor away until the next day. Ke- 
movo the fat. Put the liquor on to 
boil, season with »alt and pepper and 
add two tablespoonfuls of well washed 
rice. Boil gently until the rice is ten- 
der. About five minutes before Servian 
add some minced parsley. Do not use 
auy of the stuffing, ns it absorbs the oil, 
and gives a strong, disagreeable flavor 
to the soup. 


To BOIL SALT COD.-Wash It care- 


fully in several waters, and let it soak 
in cold water over night In the morn- 
ing put it in a saucepan with cold water 
and eei it where it will keep warm atd 
at length simmer, hut not boil. Let it 
remain on the stove until dinnertime, 
and BCIYO with beefs and potatoes aud 
drawn butter er with pork scraps. To 
prepare the scraps: Cut salt pork into 
very small square pitces; put them into 
a saucepan and cook till they ire crisp- 
ed. One-fourth of a pound will be 
enough for a family of live, and it will 
take half an hour to cook It. 


OATMEAL BREAD.—Scald one quart 


of Quaker oats in two cnpa of boiling 
water. When cool add one quart of 
flour, half a tablespoonful of melted 
butter, half a t&blespoonful of salt, half 
a cup of molasses, half a yeast cakedis 
solved in one-third of a cup of hike 
warm water; mix with a spoon over 
night; do not knead. ID the morning 
stir It down, »dd a little more flour, put 
it in tins, lei; it rise and bake one hour.
